Senior  art  students  transform  George  Segal's  influence  into 
a  collection  of  masks  as  varied  as  their  imaginations  are  vast.

As  a  follow  up  to  our 
November  visit  to  the 
George  Segal  show  at  the 
Montreal  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts,  the  Senior  art  students  brought 
Segal's  techniques  right  into  the 
Selwyn  House  art  studio  to  make 
plaster  impressions  of  our  faces. 

In  art  class  we  donned  shower  caps 
to  protect  our  hair,  smeared  our  faces 
with  vaseline,  and  placed  cotton  balls 
on  our  eyes.  We  were  now  ready  to  be 
covered  with  plaster.  While  we  relaxed 
in  a  chair,  xv^'o  of  our  classmates  wet 
plaster  and  covered  our  faces  with  it, 
leaving  the  nostrils  uncovered  so  we 
could  breathe.  After  about  ten 
minutes,  the  plaster  was  dry  enough  so 
we  could  remove  it.  We  were 
flabbergasted  to  see  our  plaster  replicas. 
Cleaning  the  plaster  and  vaseline  off 
our  faces  took  even  longer  than  the 
plastering  process!  We  could  only 
wonder  what  it  was  like  to  be  one  of 
George  Segal's  subjects  and  have  our 
whole  body  covered  in  plaster. 

During  the  following  art  periods, 
we  departed  from  Segal's  methods. 
After  closing  the  nostrils  from  the 
inside  of  the  mask,  we  transformed  the 
mask  into  a  three  dimensional  bust  by 
stuffing  it  with  newspaper  and 
attaching  it  to  a  base.  We  then  covered 
that  with  plaster  too.  We  next  added 
ears  and  smoothed  the  face.  Now  the 
real  fun  of  this  project  could  begin. 
People's  imaginations  ran  wild.  Spiked 
hair,  dreadlocks,  and  other  unique 
hairdos  were  added.  Few  of  the 
hairstyles  were  acceptable  for  a  Selwyn 
House  student,  but  on  a  bust  we  could 
do  as  we  pleased. 

We  were  allowed  to  paint  our  busts 
any  way  we  chose,  and  the  incredible 


variet)'  of  approaches  and  styles 
used  made  for  an  exceptionally 
interesting  collection.  They  all 
ended  up  ver\'  different,  but  every 
student  could  boast  of  having  a 
true  work  of  art. 

The  busts  will  be  on  display  at 
the  Art  Fair  on  April  30,  after 
which  they  will  grace  our 
bedrooms  at  home.

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An  Unarguable  Success 


Selwyns  stellar  team  of  Sam  Walker  and  Chris  Maughan  take  Kingston  by  storm 
and  surprise  even  themselves  with  another  victory.

Sitting  in  the  auditorium  after  six 
long,  arduous  rounds  of  debate, 
Chris  Maughan,  lOA,  and  I  still 
never  would  have  thought  that 
we  could  possibly  have  won. 

Like  every  year,  Queen's  University 
in  Kingston,  Ontario,  was  the  site  of 
rhe  National  Debating 
Championships.  Selw)'n  House  sent 
x\\o  teams  to  this  year's  event.  Billed  as 
a  learning  experience,  little  in  the  way 
ot  ranking  was  expected  of  us.  It 
turned  out  to  be  much  more  than  that, 
however,  as  all  four  of  us  proved 
ourselves  by  achieving  some  measure  of 
success. 

To  prepare  for  this  tournament,  we 
had  to  research  the  topic  "Should  we 
cease  trade  with  China  because  of  their 
human  rights  situation? "  Having 
debated  a  similar  subject  at  the  McGill 
Tournament,  where  Selwyn  also 
triumphed,  we  felt  confident  during 
the  first  two  rounds  during  which  we 
tackled  both  sides  of  this  issue.  The 
following  three  rounds  consisted  of  an 
impromptu  style  of  debating.  That  is 
to  say,  we  were  given  the  topic  only  1 5 
minutes  before  the  round  began. 
Resolutions  for  these  rounds  were 
vague,  and  definition  as  well  as 
substance  lay  in  the  hands  of  each 
student. 

After  five  rounds,  Chris  and  I 
found  ourselves,  nervous  and  restless, 
in  one  of  the  tournament's  semifinals. 
When  it  was  announced  that  we 
had  moved  on  to  the  final  round,  this 
nervousness  translated  into  severe  nail- 
biting.  In  the  final  round,  we  found  a 
formidable  opponent  in  KCVI,  a  local 
school  and  the  crowd  favourite.  The 
subject  for  debate  was  whether  or  not 
students  should  have  the  right  to  be  a 
part  of  the  selection  process  for 
teachers,  and  Chris  and  I  argued  in 
favour  of  the  resolution.  After  all  four 
had  argued  at  length,  the  judges  left 
the  large  auditorium  to  confer  while  a 
House  Vote  was  taken  as  part  of 


tradition.  All  those  who  agreed  with 
our  opposition  were  to  exit  on  the  left 
side,  while  all  those  who  agreed  with 
us  were  to  exit  on  the  right.

The  big  Connaisseur  bus  carrying 
nvenn'-six  students,  four  teachers,  two 
mentors  and  a  robot  rolled  away  from 
Selwyn  House  on  the  morning  of 
Februan'  26.  The  SeK\yn  Robotics  team 
was  headed  for  Brampton,  Ontario, 
where  the  annual  Canada  First  National 
Robotics  Games  were  held.  This  year's 
game  was  "Tech  Tac  Toe"  where  the 
objective  is  to  throw  a  scoring  device  of 
our  own  design  onto  any  of  nine  cones. 
When  three  cones  in  a  line  are  scored 
(the  points  go  only  to  that  team  whose 
device  sits  highest  on  the  cone),  the 
round  ends  and  the  points  of  the  team 
in  question  are  doubled.  Our  entr\',  the 
S.H.A.R.P.  (Selwyn  House  Aerial  Ring 
Projector),  instantly  made  our 
competitors  nervous  during  the  practice 
heats.  Our  pilots,  Olivier  Desmarais, 
lOB,  and  David  Cameron,  lOA, 
happily  showed  off  the  robots  speed 
and  accurac)'  in  front  of  the  crowd.  The 
real  rounds  were  unkind  to  us,  though. 
We  failed  to  win  any  of  our  first  five  of 
six  rounds,  earning  only  a  few  points 
each  time.  Unforeseen  structural 
weakening  and  warping  of  the  firing 
apparatus  were  affecting  our  accurac)' 
and  our  abilit}'  to  score  on  the  cones.

The 
team  of  29  athletes 
placed  5th  at  the 
GMAA 

Championships, 
one  point  away 
from  4th. 
Kahnawake  took  the  team  tide  again, 
but  Selwyn  wrestlers  had  a  number  of 
wins  against  KSS  opponents  this  year. 
Leading  the  way  for  the  Gryphons 
was  GMAA  champion  Seth  Ross,  lOB, 
who  won  the  125  lb.  weight  class  with 
a  convincing  8-0  win  over  Brad 
Forcand  of  Hudson  High  in  the  finals. 
His  only  two  losses  in  league 
competition  this  year  were  at  131  lbs 
against  Hudson,  and  at  the  Omnium 
de  Quebec,  where  he  lost  to  a  CEGEP 
student.  Again  at  the  provincials,  he 
lost  to  Smith  in  the  finals  of  the  125 
lb.  class,  winning  a  silver.

This  year,  a  record  6  Gryphons  were 
selected  to  the  GMAA  All-Star  Team: 
Seth  Ross  (125),  Andrew  Sniderman 
(86),  8A,  Dan  Fanaberia  (HWT),  1  lA, 
John  Katiforis  (175),  11 C,  Lotfi 
Boucetta  (175),  lOA,  and  Andrew 
Johnston  (153),  lOA. 

The  GMAA  Championships 
produced  a  number  of  personal  bests  for 
the  Gryphons.  Leading  the  way  were 
veterans  John  Katiforis  (175  lbs)  and 
Dan  Fanaberia  (HWT),  who  both  won 
silver  medals,  losing  only  their  final 
match  in  the  Championships.  Andrew
